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ATLANTIC CITY - JUNE 1959 - A CONVENTION REPORT 

To Dorothy Hale Litchfield 
a golden salute (gold for SLA's 50th Anniversary) for long months of planning 
the details of five full picture - programmed days of convention activity for 
Picture Division. It was difficult for Miss Litchfield, in Philadelphia, to 
get information and make arrangements for events outside her home territory 
and to coordinate her plans with those of SLA's general convention committee. 
The Division has been fortunate in having such a devoted, tireless convention 
representative. Miss Litchfield has set a high standard for future meetings. 


The festive air befitting this important convention permeated the entertain- 
ment and open house on the evening of May 31 when, in the Chalfonte - Haddon 
Hall's Viking Room, "S L A Jubilee", a revue with appropriate words and music 
was presented. Written and directed by SLA members who are with the Bureau 
of Advertising (Vera Halloran was chairman), this revue was a nostalgic and 
amusing recollection of the five decades of SLA's existence. A silent movie 
of 1915 vintage was shown through the courtesy of the Metropolitan Life Insu- 
rance Company. 


On Monday, June 1, about 25 persons attended the Division breakfast and get- 
together before the opening SLA general session. "Picture Research" was the 
subject of the Division program on Monday afternoon. Dr. Edgar Breitenbach 
(Prints and Photographs Division, LC) gave an account of the history, admin- 
istration and research use of archival files as exemplified in the Library of 
Congress division he heads. (To be published soon in Special Libraries - Ed.) 


Ada Pesin, assistant editor of Horizon, spoke on her methods and sources of 
pictorial research for this publication whose aim is to "provide a cultural 
feast" in a combination of the best writing and the most beautiful illustra- 
tions available. The basis of picture selection is contemporary art which 
bears the closest relationship to the text, originality, dramatic quality, 
and as much color as possible. The second choice, if contemporary pictures 
are non - existent or unexciting, is the best art of any other period ‘which 
will illustrate the story. 


Miss Pesin's procedures include a study of the manuscript, supplementary 
reading, her own library's picture files, foreign pictorial magazines, other 
picture libraries within the City, illustrated books and the periodical 
literature on the subject (both for pictures and for sources), and finally 
picture sources anywhere in the world. The chief problem is finding color 
illustrations. Some of the foreign periodicals recommended were Illustrated 
London News, L'Illustration, Miroir de 1'Histoire, Connaissance des Arts, Du, 
Connoisseur, and Epoca.

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Sixty-two persons attended the dinner on Monday evening which was followed by a 
joint meeting with the Newspaper Division of which Elliott A. Andrews (Providence 
Journal and Evening Bulletin) is Chairman. About 140 persons came to the meeting. 
Mrs. Helen Faye made a formal announcement of the publication by SLA of Picture 
Sources, an Introductory List. Mrs. Alice P. Hook, Division Chairman, expressed 
the hope that this was of interest to our captive audience of newspaper librarians 
as well as to Picture Division members. 








The dinner was followed by a lively, question and answer workshop on "Basic Steps 

in Organizing Pictures" conducted by Mr. Andrews, Romana Javitz (Picture Collection, 
NYPL) and Joseph E. Molloy (Philadelphia Inquirer). It was agreed that handling 
pictures for newspaper and other files is a challenging function of the picture 
librarian. Information as to who uses the files, a diary of picture requests and 

a constant analysis of users and requests are basic to the organization of pictorial 
materials. Headings should be specific, not abstract. They should be graphic and 
get away from the subject headings used for books. The importance of cross-indexing 
was stressed. Practices and procedures of various newspaper picture files were 
described. Ralph Shoemaker of the Louisville Courier Journal-Times spoke of a 


subject heading list he had prepared. (This will be described in a later issue of 
PICTURESCOPE. ) 








Tuesday's SLA general session on "Work Standards" was followed by a Division Luncheon 
and the Annual Business Meeting. Minutes of the meeting, the Division Chairman's 


Annual Report and the Financial Statement are printed elsewhere in this issue of 
PICTURESCOPE. 


That afternoon a discussion based on the morning's general session was moderated 
by Forrest H. Alter (Flint, Michigan Public Library). A small but interested and 
diversified group agreed that most librarians already have standards and use them 
constantly in their work, especially in planning and organizing. Work standards 
should be based on minimum requirements. An "average" standard might mean that 
one could go as low or as high as one wanted, getting away from the whole idea of 
standards. Professional qualifications imply a minimum of education, experience 
or training. A library school degree is desirable but not essential in documentary 
picture work. Should courses in the subject, to be given by experts in the field, 
be incorporated in library school programs? Salaries, hours of work, educational 
leave, vacation privileges are all subjects to consider. Standards for space, 
equipment and lighting merit thought. 


It was suggested that SLA might take ALA standards and adapt them to SLA's special 
needs, or that an SLA committee and an outside consultant might formulate the 
present and future needs of specialized libraries and librarians. Personal 
interviews and investigations of a well-selected list of varied types of special 
libraries would be useful in setting standards. A questionnaire as the sole 
method of investigation was deemed insufficient because of variations in inter- 
pretation of the questions. 


Picture Division would go along with minimum SLA standards and try to fit them 
into the general framework. However, anyone considering standards must remember 
that "specialties make special librarians.” 
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POST-CONVENTION TOURS: 

Again we are indebted to Miss Litchfield for our day in 
Philadelphia. On Thursday, June 4, about forty persons enjoyed a tour of that 
city's Free Library. Pamphlet guides to the Library and a special two-page 
description of the Library's collections of pictorial materials were distributed. 
Chief interest, of course, centered in Miss Litchfield's Prints and Pictures 
Department. A specially prepared packet of mounting and display materials (papers, 
adhesives, etc.) was given to each visitor. 





The department is now in the process of a reorganization that started in 1954 

and may require five to ten years more. A staff of six services this vast collection. 
From a basic collection of half a million dry mounted captioned clippings, about 
90,000 items are circulated annually. Borrowers are teachers, schools, and 
individual members of the public. One renewal is permitted and pictures may be 
returned to any branch. There are 100,000 postcards, also bookjackets, Christmas 
cards, art reproductions, a careful selection of travel posters, maps and pamphlets. 
Glossy prints of newspaper photos are obtained regularly from the Evening Bulletin. 
The right to reproduce these is strictly protected. 


The Print Collection includes over 200,000 portraits. Fine prints are loaned only 
for exhibit purposes. Contemporary prints are often shown and some are selected 
for purchase. A "clothes-line exhibition" of prints was on view during the tour. 


Ellen Shaffer, Head of the Rare Book Department, led a personally conducted tour 

of this air-conditioned repository of great treasures - a series of rooms designed 
especially for these rarities. This collection shares its conservator with the 
American Philosophical Society. Materials used to protect and preserve its invaluable 
holdings were shown: waterproof slipcases, rice paper, rice paste, ete. Among the 
collection's items are hornbooks, an abacus collection, drawings by A. B. Frost, 
Rackham ephemera, Arabic and Persian manuscripts, an extensive collection of 

original fracturs, etc. 


Assisting Miss Litchfield as hostesses and guides were her Free Library colleagues 
Grace Cullen, Mrs. Jeannette H. Haar, and Gladys Hendley. 


Luncheon in the Library's dining room was graced by flowers, place cards, souvenir 
postcards, a delicious menu - all in keeping with the meticulous attention to 
detail that distinguished Miss Litchfield's plans for Picture Division. 


In the afternoon, there was a tour of the Museum and the Fine Arts Library of the 
University of Pennsylvania. Eleanor Worfolk, Fine Arts Librarian and her staff 
were hostesses at a tea that followed. 


On Friday, June 5, a visit to Winterthur Museum, in Wilmington, Delaware, ended 
the Division's convention activities with a satisfying glimpse of the past preserved.

DIVISION CHALRMAN'S ANNUAL REPORT 1958 = 1959: 


| Membership showed a slight gain during the year, with two resignations and three 
"drops," but with twelve new members. Eight institutional memberships were 
changed to personal memberships. 


The financial status of the Division is satisfactory, primarily because no members 
draw on the treasury for expenses. Costs of publications and work on projects 

are nominal because of the amount of free time, labor and supplies which is 
contributed. Our income comes primarily from the allotment of dues which is 
returned to the Division. Some of the decrease in income came from the elimination 
of institutional memberships. It is also essential for a member to denote this 
Division as the primary one if it is to get the maximum allotment. Subscriptions 
to PICTURESCOPE also aid the treasury. Four issues of PICTURESCOPE, the Division 
newsletter, appeared under the able editorship of Mrs. Minna H. Breuer, assisted 
by members of the New York Group. PICTURESCOPE has a wide appeal for many 
institutions, librarians and individuals interested in pictures. With more funds 
available for improving its physical appearance, the demand would probably be even 
greater, 
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Picture Sources: an Introductory List, edited by Mrs. Helen Faye, is in the hands 
of the editor of Special Libraries, and should be ready for distribution this 
summer, When copy was supplied to Headquarters in January, Mrs. Faye made a 
complete report on the project to the SLA Committee on Non-Serial Publications. 

The Picture Division, except for minor assistance with proof reading, has completed 
the task begun in 1956 and it is most appreciative of the tremendous amount of 
work of the few persons who did it all. Further activity on this project will be 
to promote its sale when it appears. 





A study of "The Ethics of Picture Loans" has been started under the chairmanship 

of Marjory Douglas, Curator, Missouri Historical Society, St. Louis. With 

discussion and questionnaires it may be possible to provide a code which will be 

useful to both borrowers and lenders in order to insure proper handling and distribution 
of pictures. Such a code is needed and the Picture Division could be the leader in 
establishing one. 


A Directory of Picture Division Members was distributed in August 1958. It was 
supplemented with names listed in PICTURESCOPE, Volume VII, April, 1959. 


Plans for the 1959 convention were in the hands of Franziska Gay Schacht, New York, 
vice-chairman of the Division, and Dorothy Hale Litchfield, Philadelphia, local 
coordinator. 


Since officers elected in 1958 continue until 1960, we sincerely hope that the 
second year of our terms of office will be even more productive.

MINUTES OF ANNUAL BUSINESS MEETING: 





The annual business meeting of the Picture Division of the Special Libraries 
Association was held June 2, 1959 in the Chalfonte Hotel, Atlantic Beach. Twenty- 
five members were present at the meeting which was presided over by Mrs. Alice P. 
Hook, Chairman, After officially welcoming all members to the convention and 
introducing the division officers, Mrs. Hook turned the meeting over to the 
presentation of annual reports. Mrs. Caroline H. Backlund, Secretary-treasurer, 
read the financial report and stated that there was a balance of $231.69 as of 
June 1, 1959. 


Mrs. Helen Faye, editor of the Picture Division's first hard-cover 
publication - Picture Sources: an Introductory List - announced that the book 
was completed and was expected to be ready for publication by mid-July. The book 
has 128 pages and contains 398 entries in addition to a bibliography for picture 
collections. A notice of the book will be sent to all division members as well 
as to selected additional units of SLA. Mrs. Faye agreed to be book chairman 
for another year. However, in anticipation of a revised second edition, she 
recommended the appointment of a new chairman at next year's convention. In the 
meantime, she will compile a list of comments about the book, especially corrections

and additions that would be helpful to a second edition. Prior to the convention, 
Mrs. Faye had submitted to Mrs. Hook a detailed written report on the history of 
the book's publication, how it was planned and executed. Mrs. Hook suggested that 
this account would be of general interest to all members and planned to submit it 
to the editor of PICTURESCOPE. 


A report by Mrs. Minna H. Breuer, PICTURESCOPE editor, was read. 
Mrs. Breuer explained that with the April 1959 issue, PICTURESCOPE had completed its 
seventh year of publication and that the format and subject matter had remained 
much the same since the beginning. She welcomed from members any suggestions to 
change or improve the publication and specifically urged members to send in 
interesting pictorial news items. She also suggested that some members had expressed 
the opinion that a more solid, scholarly journal, published annually, might be of 
more lasting value and help than the present quarterly newssheet. There was 
discussion from the floor about PICTURESCOPE with general agreement that the 
possibility of such an annual was worthy of further investigation especially since 
there is so little literature available on picture collections. Miss Javitz 
suggested that support from a foundation might be sought in helping launch such 
a publication. It was decided that the chairman would appoint a committee to take 
the matter under advisement. 


Mrs. Hook announced that next year's convention would be held in Cleveland 
and that the division was looking for the names of persons to contact there and 
in neighboring towns who might suggest local speakers and sponsors of tours to 
picture libraries. There was also discussion as to how to make convention 
programs more helpful and informative. It was agreed that informal discussions 
and visits to different picture collections were usually most rewarding. It was 
suggested that a demonstration of new methods of micro-reproduction would be of 
value. Gerritt E. Fielstra of the New York Public Library was put in charge of 
making the necessary arrangements for the demonstration and exhibit. 


A Committee on Nominations who will present a slate of officers for 1960- 
1962 was announced by Mrs. Hook as: Virginia Daiker, Chairman; Mrs. Celestine 
G. Frankenberg; and Marjory Douglas. 


The need for a study on the ethics of picture loans, similar to the ALA 
code on inter-library loans, was taken under advisement by the group. It was 
agreed that it was a worth-while project to try to establish some kind of 
conformity for picture loans in regard to price policies, the forms for requests 
and their replies, the amount of pictures to be taken, the amount of time they 
should be kept on loan, credit regulations, etc. It was decided that the chairman 
would appoint a committee to undertake such a study. 


Mrs. Hook concluded the meeting by expressing special thanks to the 
following members for their helpful work during the year and at the convention: 
Dorothy H. Litchfield, Philadelphia Convention arrangements; Mildred Joy, SLA 
50th Anniversary Publicity; Franziska G. Schacht, Convention Program; Louise 
Leak, Archivist; Pearl Moeller, New York Chapter; E. Eugene Hoyt, Membership; 
Mrs. Minna H. Breuer, PICTURESCOPE, and Mrs. Helen Faye, Picture Sources: an 
Introductory List. The meeting was then adjourned.

Davenport, Chairman of the New York Museum Group. The picture Group joined museum 
people at the Burr Art Gallery, 115 West 55 Street, New York, on March 18, 1959. 
After refreshments and a tour of the current painting exhibition, Trav Neidlinger, 
lecturer and painter, spoke on Primitive Religious Music, Painting and the Dance, 


primarily the Druid and Voodoo forms, based upon his extensive travels in Europe and 
Haiti. 





Mr. Neidlinger combined his lecture with a painting demonstration and later, tape 
recordings of primitive ceremonies were played. An interesting fusion of msic, 
painting and the dance in their pure forms resulted. Mr. and Mrs. Bott, the 
Directors of the Burr Gallery, were most cordial and members agreed that this 


meeting opened "another door" and as such was most refreshing particularly for a 
midwinter meeting.

This district is very near the Cities Service Library and Mr. Churchill 
spoke of the correlation between the two areas and more particularly of his great 
indebtedness to all picture librarians in assembling the historical material for 
his book. 





All participated in the lively discussion that followed and we learned further 

of the many requests Cities Service receives for its photographs and of its world- 
wide operation and coverage. The final treat was to view the new color installation 
display. This library is a librarian's paradise as far as the latest in equipment, 
materials and storage facilities go! 


The three SLA groups are most grateful to Nicholas J. Parrino, Manager of this 
Photo Library, who made all the arrangements and his cordiality and hospitality 
will be well remembered. It was a most successful evening and the year ended on 
an enthusiastic note.

CATALOGING OF PICTURES: 

Rules for Pictures, Designs, and Other Two-Dimensional 
Representations have been approved by the Library of Congress and the CCS Descriptive 
Cataloging Committee for the ALA, according to Audrey Smith, Chairman, ALA RTSD CCS 
Descriptive Cataloging Committee. 











These rules were developed by LC's Committee on Rules for Cataloging Prints and 
Photographs, established in 1952. The preliminary draft was submitted in 1954 
to 75 libraries, museums, art publishers and individuals for consideration and 
criticism. The rules are designed for individual pictures and not for those 
“which may be more economically and efficiently serviced in files with self- 
indexing subject arrangement." (Introd.) 


The preliminary edition of these Rules is being published by the Library of Congress 
and will be available without charge on request to the Card Division. 


FROM THE MISSOURI HISTORICAL SOCIETY: 

Responding immediately to the request at 
convention for news of collections and people, Marjory Douglas writes from St. Louis: 
"On July 31, 1959, I retired from the position of Curator of the Missouri Historical 
Society, where I had been in charge of pictures and many other phases of museum 
work. The prints and photographs are now in the hands of Mrs. Ruth K. Field, who 
has to her credit the development of a process for restoring daguerreotypes. 





"Before I left the Society, Mrs. Field and I sorted and filed a large collection 

of advertising cards and also a collection of wonderfully colorful cigar box covers. 
A number of these have been exhibited and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch will have a 
color spread of some in its Sunday rotogravure section. - 





"I expect to be at the Society for some weeks to assist in the re-arrangement of 
picture files which, for the first time, are to be gathered in one section of the 
building. They had been scattered from one end of the building to the other, 


and from basement to second floor...." 


Another letter dated October 1, 1959, reports "Daniel Jones of NBC recently spent 
four days at the Society going over practically every picture and negative. 

(Mr. Jones is working on a Mark Twain TV "special". - Ed.) I think he is an 
inspiring person. . . His grandfather and my father were pillars of the Society 
many years ago; it seems appropriate to have him know the Society now...."

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OBIT: JEAN BENOIT-LEVY: 





Jean Benoit-Levy, pioneer in documentary and educational 
films, died in Paris on August 2, 1959, at the age of 71. Credited with more than 
400 films, M. Benoit-Levy made what he called "films of life" using non-professional 
actors in natural surroundings. He was especially successful with children. His 
"La Maternelle" (1933), a socio-psychological study of one of Paris' poorest 


‘districts, is still judged one of the outstanding French productions. He lectured 


on visual education in New York and Paris, directed the Visual Information Division 
of the UN, and was delegate general of UNESCO's Council of Cinema and Television. 


OBIT: EDWARD J. MILANESE: 





Edward J. Milanese, whose professional name was Milla, 
died on September 25, 1959, in Brooklyn, New York, at the age of 71. A self-taught 
photographer, Mr. Milanese retired in 1952 from his position as chief photographer 
for the Metropolitan Museum of Art. He was the first Museum employee to be honored 
with a public showing of his work at the institution. The work of the photography 
department, established in 1894, includes making both black-and-white and color 
photographs of the Museum's holdings as well as copies for publication and sale. 


ART CONSERVATION CENTER PLANNED: 





New York University's Institute of Fine Arts will 
begin a program to combat deterioration of Art collections in the U.S. in the 
autumn of 1960. A grant of $500,000.00 from the Rockefeller Foundation will 
support the center for five years. A four-year course of study for conservation 
specialists and courses for students in art history and museum training will be 
offered.
